GERSTEN OBTAIKS CIA DOCUMEKTS 

On Dec. 12, 1982, Peter Gersten filed- ‘ 
a EOIA request with the CIA for addi¬ 
tional documents. On Aug. 12, 1983, 
the CIA directed the U.S. Army to 
release to Gersten a 3-page teletype 
regarding UFO activity over 
Chechoslovakia during December of 1980. 
(NOfTE ; Both the Cash-Landrum case in 
Texas and the Bentwaters AFB case in 
England occurred in December of 1980.) 

The CIA also referred Gersten's request 
to Hdqtrs. USAF at the Pentagon, and 
they, in turn, sent it to the Foreign 
Technology Division (FTD) at Wright- 
Patterson AFB in Dayton, Ohio. On Sept. 

9, 1983, Wright Patterson released to 
Gersten two 2-page documents. The first 
is entitled: "Intelligence Information 
Report," regarding French UFO investi¬ 
gations. The second is the "FTD Daily 
SNAP" (Soviet News Abstract Publications .> 
These are dated 1979. 

An additional FOIA complaint against the 
CIA was filed on Sept. 14, 1983 in 
District Court in Washington, D.C. in 
regard to die 57 UFO-related documents 
which are still being withheld by the CIA.

The BBC program was aired in England 
on the morning of Oct, 3, at which 
time only the segment with the witness 
was shown* A lengthy segment with 
Larry Fawcett was cut from the program. 

According to Larry Fawcett, another 
witness reportedly came forth to the 
BUFORA group after the program was 
aired on BBC- That person is a 
civilian,
